Punds are avail* 
able to help create, exhibit, or present work reffeetiv© 
artistically of the culture of a community, to provide a 
community with access to af! types of quality art and to 
help train talented persons aspiring to be professional 
artists.

Special Projects

Organizational Development Pilot 

Tho Expansion Arts and Dance Programs are collaborat- 
ing on a two-year pilot Initiative called th© Organizational 
Development Pilot (OOP). OOP will meet some of th© 
programmatic urgencies of tho Dance and Expansion 
Arts Program by assisting no more than four ©merging 
dance companies of exceptional quality in becoming 
stable organizations. OOP will be administered by th© 
Expansion Arts Program, with ^muat oversight of a 
panel comprised of representatives of the Expansion Arts 
and Dance panels. Interested dance companies should 
contact the Expansion Arts Program, 



Polk Arts 



The ro\k Arts Program ouppdrta the traditional arts that 
have grown through \mo within iho many groups that 
make up our nation— groups that sharo tho same ethnic 
herlmge, language, occupation, religion, or Qi^Qranhlq 
area, Those folk arts Include music, dance, poetry, tales, 
oratory, crafts, and various typos of visual art forms. The 
Program's main objectives nro to pruswo and enhance 
this multl'Culturfll artistic heritage and to rnako it more 
available to a wider public, Grants are awarded under 
tho following categories; 



Presentation of Traditional Art* and Artists 

to help organisations offer celebrations, exhibits, work- 
shops, concerts, residencies, and tours involving tradi- 
tlonal artists of the highest quality. Grants generally 
range from $2,500 to $30 s 0m 



Media Documentation of Traditional Arts 

To help organizations produce radio or television pro- 
grams or series, reeordinp, photographs, and films. 
Products must fee designed fa' Mm distribution. Grants 
generally range from $2,50£: j $40,000. 



Sarvtees to the Field 

To support the development of state or regionally bated 
folk arts programs through financial assistance to hire 
qualified professional folk arts coordinators, initiate state 
©f regional folk arts surveys, or plan conferences con* 
earned with traditional arts and artists. 



State Apprenticeship Programs 

Grants are available on a competitive basis for the devel- 
opment of instate apprenticeship programs In the folk 
arts. Apprentices should not be beginners and should 
pursue projects that reflect authentic folk traditions. 
Master artists should be paid and technical assistance 
should be provided as needed, Grants range up to 
$30,000. 



National Heritage Fellowships 

To provide national recognition to exemplary master folk 
artists and artisans. The Program accepts nominations 
for the $6,000, one-time-oniy fellowships, the criteria for 
which ar© authenticity, excellence, and significance or 
impact within the particular artistic tradition, Persons 
nominated should be worthy of national recognition, 
should have a record of ongoing artistic accomplishment, 
and must be actively participating in their art form.

PreAenting Organizations 

To help professional presenters of tho highest quality 
and of regional or national significance improve their Abil- 
ity to present divers© arts programming in their commu- 
nities, To bo eligible, a presenter must have at least two 
years experience end fulMlme, paid administrative staff 
responsible for presenting paid, professional artists to the 
general public in a seasonal format. Programming must 
Include a balance of events In two or more art forms, 
The Program does not fund short-term festivals, occa- 
sional presentations, or organizations having limited artis- 
tic or public impact, Grants generally range from $5,000 
to $60,000, 



Services to Presenting Organizations 

To assist state and regional ftrts agencies and service 
organizations that help presenters strengthen their skills 
in presenting artists. To be eligible, an organization must 
have at least two yearn of experience In serving present* 
ers of mere than one art form, have paid professional 
staff, and have national, regional, or state-wide impact. 
Not funded are management organizations that provide 
services to presenters of the artists they manage, con* 
sortie lacking their own staff, projects that dmmp span* 
sers for only one company or art form, producing eompa* 
nies that develop presenters for their activities only, 
united fundraislng drives, equipment purchases, or 
projects with tittle state, regional or national significance. 
Grants generally range from §S f Q00 to $20,000, 



Danct/lnter-Arts/State Programs (OIS) 
Presenting/Touring Initiative 

The Inter-Arts Program, In cooperation with the Dance 
and State Programs, administers an Initiative aimed at 
increasing the quality and quantity of professional dance 
presentation, Grants are available to state arts agencies 
and regional organizations for support of presenting or- 
ganizations' professional dance events. Presenting orgs* 
nidations and dance companies should contact the En- 
dowment or their regional organization or state arts 
agency for information on how to become involved in this 
process. 



IftiefdlmlpttMFf Arte Promts 

To support innovative projects that enable artists to ex- 
plore new Interdisciplinary processes or nonMraditional 
formats. These grama omphqslzo thy creation, produc- 
tion, commissioning, and touring of now works that in* 
votvo original concepts that cross arts disciplines' linos 
or projoms that incrfpormo advanced technologies in the 
creative process, Also eligible are special arts events of 
regional or notional significance that highlight interdiscl* 
plinary work. Moat grants range between $7,500 and 
$15,000, with few oscoeding $35\OQ0, A limited amount 
of funding is also available for projects to develop com* 
prehanslve mechanisms designed id disseminate inter* 
disciplinary works. 



Artists' Colonies 

To assist artists' colonies or workspaces that provide sfu* 
dies, living space, end uninterrupted time to outstanding 
provisional creative arm m in a variety of disciplines, To 
be eligible, organisations mu^i have rigorous policies and 
procedural for selecting and rotating artists and have a 
fulMirne, year-round paid professional staff. In general, 
grants range from $10,000 to $25,000 iind do not mmed 
$35,000. 



Services to the Ada 

To support activities that servo professional artists and 
arts institutions in more than one an form on a national 
or regional level, These grants, most of which range be- 
tween §5,000 and $1S,000 i assist such activities as de- 
veloping new sources of financial and volunteer support 
for the arts, disseminating information, improving man- 
agement skills, developing arts managers committed to 
working with small arts organizations, and introducing

The Program does not fund commercial 
presses or magazines, student publications, organiza- 
tional newsletters, scholarly writing, regular curricula of 
educational institutions, completion of college or gradu- 
ate degrees, faculty salaries, journalism, vanity or self* 
publication, Grants are awarded in the following catego- 
ries:

The Media Arts: Rlm/Radlo/Television Program provldii 
support to Individual artists working In these media and 
to non-profit organizations that help artists carry out their 
projects.

and audio art.

Generally, this 
joint program does not fund the purchase of films, To 
qualify for the grants of generally less than $50,000, an

Composer in Residence 

To support the establishment of a collaborative working 
relationship between a composer and two or more music 
performing organizations that wish to sponsor a 
residency. Two or more music performing organliationij 
such as chamber and/or new music ensembles, 
choruses, Jan ensembles, or orchestral may apply for a 
composer in residence, The performing organizations are 
not required to be of the same type, but must reside in 
the same home*base city. Funds may be used for com- 
missions, copying costs, room and board, rehearsals, 
performances, schoof, media or other community activi- 
ties, administrative costs, and travel, Grant amounts wilt 
vary according to the length of the residency and the 
number and size of the performing organizations 
involved.

Opera-Musical Theater 

The 0pcra*Musicol Theater Program assisti all forme of 
music thoater generally involving voice—from exporimon* 
tat musical theater to operetta, from ethnic musical the- 
ater to classic musical comedy, from grand opera to still' 
developing forms, Grants support professional opera and 
musical thoater producing organiiations; tho creations 
development, rehearsal and production of new American 
or seldom produced works; regional touring; special 
projects; national and regional service organiiations; and 
projects by individual producers. Grants are awarded 
under the following categories: 



Professional Companies 

To assist professional organiiations that are producers of 
opera and/or music theater work of high artistic quality 
and of national or regional significance, In the past three 
seasons, applicants must have employed professional 
artistic and managerial staff, used orchestra and chorus 
of professional quality, had an annual budget of at least 
$100,000 and produced a resident season consisting of 
at least two performances each of two fully staged pro- 
ductions. Current grantees of the Theater Program that 
do not meet ail these eligibility requirements may apply 
for specific opera and/or musical theater projects. Grants 
generally range from $5,000 to $300,000, 



Regional Touring 

To bring opera and musical theater performances of high 
artistic quality to areas where they generally do not take 
place. Grants go to nonprofit original producers of opera 
and/or musical theater, state or regional arts agencies, or 
presenter consortia, Tours should last at least two weeks 
and generally present multiple performances in several

New American WorttsyOrganl/ntlon* 

To encourage the creation, development, rehearsal, and 
production of now American or soldern^roduc^d contem* 
porary works. Grants of up to $15,000 are awarded for 
the creation of a single project, up to $30,000 for the d©* 
votepmont of a single project, up to 1100,000 for 
rehearsal and production of a single project, and up to 
$50 f 000 for ongoing workshop programs for a series of 
works, A grant for a combination of phases Is also possl- 
ble, This category is open to professional producing or* 
ganteafiena. Applicants generally should meet the 
requirements described tor Professional Companies, 

New American Wortcs/indlvlduals as Producers 

To develop skilled producers and encourage now work, 
The category is divided Into three areas: Independent 
Producer^ Artist-productm, and Producing Associates, 
The independent producer should bo an individual with a 
demonstrated ability as a guiding force in the develop- 
ment and production of new works, The artist-producer 
should have a demonstrated ability to develop and pro- 
duce his or her own work, Matching grants are available 
for creation, completion, or adaption (up to $15,000), and 
for development (testing and revision) of new works (up 
to $30,000), Combination grants are also available. The 
producing associates grant provides aspiring producers 
with an apprenticeship with established independent pro- 
ducers, artistic directors of organisations, or general 
managers, The applicant must identify the proposed 
sponsor at the time of application, Nemmatehing grants 
from $5,000 to $20,000 are available, 



Special Projects 

To support ideas that are of national significance and 
those that can be used as models by the field, Concert 
opera organisations may apply if rarely performed or 
unique repertoire is programmed, 

A pilot effort for Artistic Associates enables professional 
companies to strengthen their artistic programs by en- 
gaging artists such as dramaturgen, musical associates, 
or stage directors to tend guidance to the artistic dlrec« 
lion of a company.

Theater 



The Theater Program provides financial assistance for 
the creation and presentation of work by profosgional 
artists, primarily In companies; for the development of 
the most talented Individual artists; for touring of theater; 
for professional training; and for other activities that Im- 
prove the environment in which artistic excellence can 
occur. 

Grants are awarded irt the following categories: 



Professional Theater Companies 

Support is available to non-profit theater companies that 
produce work n* the highest artistic level and that are of 
national or regional significance, To be eligible, an appll* 
eant organisation muat have operated as a professional 
theater for at least three of the four yearn prior to the 
proposed grant period, Grant amounts range from 
$7,500 to $350,000, Grants may be used to pay no more 
than half the total project costs and generally will no! 
exceed half the total artists' compensation. 



Fellowships for Mimes 

To assist the work of exceptionally talented professional 
mim© artists working as soto performers independent of 
mime companies, fellowships provide financial assis* 
tance for projects thai contribute to an individual's artistic 
growth, Projects noed not involve performance, Fellow- 
ships range from $5,000 to $12,500, 



Fellowships for Playwrights 

To encourage the development of professional 
playwrights of exceptional talent by enabling them to set 
aside time for writing, research* travel, ©f other activities 
to advance their careers, Playwrights are eligible If they 
have had a play produced by a professional theater com- 
pany within five years prior to applying. One-year fellow- 
ships range from $10,000 to $17,500, A limited number 
of two-year fellowships may be granted. The Theater 
Program also sets aside $2,500 for use In defraying the 
costs of a residency at a theater of each grantee play* 
Wright's choice, 



Professional Theater Presenters 

To bring the work of grantee theaters to locales where 
professional theater is generally not available. Applica- 
tions will be accepted from individual presenters, censor* 
fia of presenters, state arts agencies, and regional arts 
organisations, Endowment funds may be used to cover 
up to one fouith of the company fee for each engage- 
ment. Grant amounts generally rang© from $7,500 to

32 Professional Theater Training 

To encourage ongoing efforts to raise professional stand* 
ards by assisting professional training of theater artists at 
the highest level, Grants are available to poatsecondary 
programs whoso students Intend to make careers In the 
professional theater and have the greatest potential to 
contribute significantly as artists. Grant amounts goner* 
ally range from $10,000 to $70,000, 



Services to the Field 

Offers assistance to organisations and publishers for 
projects and/or specific services thai address the needs 
and goals of the field on a national scale. 



Special Artistic Projects 

To assist projects that have unusual artistic merit. Organ- 
fiatfons that are grantees in other Theater Program cate- 
gories may apply The quality and scopo of tho pm\mt 
will determine grant amounts. 



Ongoing Ensembles 

To enable professional theater companies to create or 
strengthen continuing relationships with artists in ensem- 
ble work that would not otherwise be possible. Only the- 
ater companies that are current grantees of the Theater 
Program may apply, Grantees may apply for continued 
support annually for no more than five years, Grant 
amounts range from $60,000 to $375,000 in the first year 
of a grant, declining In later years. 



Visual Arts 

The Visual Arts Program awards fellowships to Individu- 
als of exceptional talent working In a wide range of styles 
and media, If also awards matching grants to organlia* 
tions that assist visual artists and supports public art 
projecti and other activities that encourage dialogue 
about contemporary art. Visual arts are Inclusive of, but 
not limited to, the media listed below, 



Visual Artists Fellowships 

To encourage the creative development of professional 
artists by enabling them to set aside time to pursue their 
work. Fellowships are available to practicing professional 
artists of exceptional talent with demonstrated ability 
working in a wide variety of visual media: painting, 
sculpture, photography, crafts, printmaking, drawing, art- 
ists books, video, performance, conceptual, and new 
genres, Fellowship amounts are $5,000 and $15,000 (a 
very limited number of fellowships may be awarded at 




$25,000), 




Vitus! Artists Organizations 

To flisist groups that are originated by or for artists, or to 
further thoif interests, and that encourage the production 
and presentation of contemporary art that reflects contin- 
ued, aorious, and exceptional aesthetic Investigation. 
Grants often support exhibitions, lectures* and perfor- 
mance events, Groups may also receive funds to provide 
working facilities for artists or information, resource, and 
advisory services. Grant amounts do not excmid 
$50,000; most rang© from $5,000 to $30,000, 



Vfsua! Artists Forums 

Funding l§ available for a variety of projects that enable 
visual artists, critics, curators, and other visual arts pro- 
fessionals to communicate with peers and the public 
about visual arts ideas and issues or allow them to 
create and present new works. Support is available for 
noncommercial publications, visiting artists programs, 
seminars, residencies &nd conferences. Grant amounts 
do not exceed $25,000; most range from $5,000 to 
$15,000. 



Art In Public Pisces 

To enable organizations to commission visual artists for 
public art projects. Grants may bo used primarily to pay 
artists to create new works for specific sites or to take 
part in planning for public art projects. Grant amounts do 
not exceed $60,000; planning grants do not exceed 
$15,000, The minimum grant generally will net b© less 
than $5,000. 



Oolts boratlons In Art/Design 

To assist a small number of exemplary collaborative 
projects in order to stimulate new, cooperative design 
solutions by design professionals and visual artists for 
public spaces, The Design Arts and Visual Arts 
Programs provide equal funding and grants are recem* 
mended by a panel with experts from both fields. Match- 
ing funds are awarded for the planning and design 
phases of projects that allow visual artists and design 
professionals to enter into a collaborative working rela- 
tionship from the earliest phase of design through con- 
struction. Eligible projects Include ail disciplines within 
the design and visual arts fields. Eligible applicants may 
be towns, cities, redevelopment authorities, or non-profit 
organizations. Primary consideration is given to projects 
that are expected to be realiied, 



Special Projects

State Arts in Education Grants 

To place practicing artists of professional excellence In a 
wide variety of educational settings and to support other 
projects designed to enhance arto education in schools 
and other settings, Grants are made to state arts agon* 
cles only. 

Arts In Schools Basle Education Grants 

To encourage plans and projects that promote the arts in 
schools as a basic component of the curriculum, kinder* 
garten through high school, through the development 
of: 1) specific objectives and competencies, in terms of 
knowledge and/or skills, for student accomplishment in 
the arts, 2) curricula and resources aimed at sequential 
achievement of ihese objectives and competencies, and 
3) methods for evaluating student progress toward these 
objectives and competencies, Grants are awarded to 
state arts agencies only, 



Special Project* 

To support projects that advance progress towards the 
arts becoming a basic part of education, kindergarten 
through high school, and provide for Indewment leader* 
ship initiatives, Grants are available to a wide variety of 
norvprofit organizations that are undertaking high quality 
arts education projects of regional or national 
significance, Projects can include artlsWeacher coflabofa- 
tbns, curriculum development, advocacy, development 
end distribution of materials related to arts education, 
and implementation of model arts education programs, 
Artist residency activities and visiting artist projects are 
not eligible for funding under this category. 



State Programs 

AH $0 states and six U,S, special jurisdictions (such as

Grants are available to help local arts agencies im- 
prove their administrative and planning capabilities 
and to help state arts agencies to expand their staff 
and community development capabilities.
